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‘Old-boy-style 
racism’ by

Former West Linn Police Chief Terry Timeus had his 
officers work as his “personal posse” to initiate an unwar- 
ranted, racially motivated surveillance and arrest of a black 
Portland man as a favor to the chief’s fishing buddy. 

The case had no ties to West Linn. 

The city recently negotiated to pay $600,000 to the tar- 
get of the rogue investigation, Michael Fesser, 48. 

West Linn police also have agreed to a face-to-face meet- 
ing with Fesser. 

The settlement is one of the largest in the state result- 
ing from a wrongful arrest claim, Fesser’s lawyer Paul 
Buchanan said. It ends a federal lawsuit that Fesser filed in 
the summer of 2018.

After a tight race, 
Sanders wins N.H.

Progressive firebrand Bernie Sanders has won 
New Hampshire’s presidential primary election. 

On Tuesday, the Vermont senator seized the 
first clear victory in the Democratic Party’s chaotic 
nomination fight despite a late charge from moder- 
ate rivals Pete Buttigieg, who finished second, and 
Amy Klobuchar, who finished third. 

Elizabeth Warren finished a distant fourth, 
while Joe Biden came in fifth. They were on track to 
finish with zero delegates from the state. 

The significance of Sanders’ win was matched 
only perhaps by the struggle of Biden, who spent 
most of the last year as the Democratic national 
front-runner but fled New Hampshire hours before 
polls closed, anticipating a bad finish. 


Addressing supporters Tuesday night, Sanders 
claimed victory in New Hampshire and pledged 
that if he becomes the Democratic nominee, he will 
unite a fractured party to defeat President Donald 
Trump. 

Biden’s disappointment offered new opportunity 
for dueling Midwestern moderates, Klobuchar and 
Buttigieg. 

After a chaotic beginning to primary voting 
last week in Iowa, Democrats hoped New Hamp- 
shire would provide clarity in their urgent quest to 
pick someone to take on Trump in November. At 
least two candidates dropped out in the wake of 
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
